1 vvish 
I had studied arithmetic harder, so I 
could help you.' 

" As the children of deaf-mute mo- 
tliers who have hut an inferior i 
lion grow up. what will natm 
their feelings towards them .' If 1 
were now a school girl, very likely 1 
would give no thought, to the ful lire's 

responsibilities, yet if the gay, happy 

girls at our Institutions 'could but

WOnder if they would not come out 
quickly and express a desire lo enter 

some Seminary when their -time as in 
stitution pupils is ended Then those 

who are not married, and are not 
mothers, do wish they had a better 
education, because they could help 
Chechen in many ways besides with 
their lessons, instead of being thrust 
aside because I hey know nothing or 
so little about this or that." 

To me the above testimony is touch 
ingly eloquent, and from opinions 
other mute mothers have expressed. I 

6 it is the sentiment of lhe 
majority id. thoughtful married ladies. 
As to what she -ays of unmarried wo 
men — of course all who arc succeed 
them in their single estate will 
have similar need, ami if deficient in 
culture will at times keenly ft el their 
deficiency. For this reason, all mute 

women need as much education as it 
is possible for them to obtain, and the 
argument that Mrs. So and So. though 
she had but a limited education, rais- 
ed a remarkably intelligent family ; or 
Miss Somebody, though poorlx 
cated, moves in the best society, 

weighs nothing against the desirable- 
ness for higher education for mute 

women, as m all probability " Mrs." 
had a w.ll educated hearing husband, 
which not every mute woman CSC 
have. As for the " Miss," 1 know of 
one such lady who is related to a pop- 
ular United Si istor, yet daily 
laments very bitterly Iter mental pov 
erty— poverty that might have been 

tied had there been a 
lege or seminary for her to enter when 
the time in tl School, of which 

she was a pupil, expired. 

The latest contributor to th, 
lege fund is Miss Annie .1. Wickton, 
a highly intelli of the 

Illinois Institution, who With her 
pledge sends encour- 

aging words, which prove she has a 
apprehension of the subject. 

W. has lor some time past been 
teaching a chu- ing deaf milter 

al lialcshurg, Illinois, and from her 
evident enjoyment of her work it 
seems fail- to conclude she is meeting 
with good success. 

\ is well known, some of our 
writers have scoffed at the idea that 
anv considerable number of our girls 

pable of taking a college course. 
or in any marked degree ntaki 
advance upon the deaf-mute mothers 

landmothers who have sup 
ed them ; but surely this is a preju- 
diced conclusion ; surely they are 
neither so inferior intellectually, nor 
so entirely ostracised from the' great 



body of hearing women, that they 
can not, when equal advantages are 
provided them, advance in a fair ratio 
with their hi 

not wholly forgotten nor 
ed by Miss Harriet N. Lustin, 
M.1V. when in the LaWt 

Health Journal, she paid to the wo 
men of the period the following bril- 
liant tribute :

If this is the spirit of evil leading 
mankind on to ruin, then may we 
well believe that woman will have her 
full share in the production of the 
dire result; but if we can believe that 
the spirit of God is abroad iu the 
earth, and notwithstanding the suffer- 
ing and sorrow which prevail, is gently 
and surely leading his children to- 
wards a higher and purer civilization, 
then let us believe that ibis spirit is 
equal to woman's nceessit.
